er, I find this Paffage, 
That in thofe Propofi- 
tions which without all 
Controverfy are univer-. 
fally received in the 
whole Chriftian World, 
fo much Truth is cone 
tained, as being joined 
with Holy Obedience, 
may be {ufficient to bring a Man to everlafting. Sal- 
vation ; neither have we Caufe tc doubr, but that as 
many as walk according to this Rule ( neither over- 
throwing that which they have. builded by {uperin- 
ducing damnable Herefies, nor otherwife vitiating 
their Holy Fair: with a lewd and wicked Converfa- 
tion’) Peace fhall be upon them, and upon the Ifrael 
of God. I bad not taken Notice of this Paffage, bad it 
mot proceeded froma Perfon fo famous for his Learning, 
Ovibodoxy and Piety: But thefe Confiderations make me 
the more wonder that he fhou'd affirm, that the Belsef of 
thofe Propofitions which are every where received, joined 
pith Obedience, may be fufficient for Salvation; becaufe 
according ta this Rule, the Denial of the Trintty and In- 
carnation fhall not exclude Salvation, neither of thee 
fundamental Points being (as be cou'd not but know) uni- 
verfally received in the whole Chriftian World. 

A. It is true if we fhou’d take thefe Words of the 
Learned and Judicious Prelate ftricty according ro the 
Letter, he has in Effect afferted that.a Man may be 
faved withour believing one Article of the Chriftian 


Faith ; becaufe if we take all the Sects of Chriftians 


together that are difperfed over the whole World, we 
fhall not find an aniverfal. Agreement among them in 
any one Article, not even thofe of the Unity, of the 
Godhead, the Trinity of Perfons, the Immortality of 
the Soul, &c, But any one may fee that he meant 
not here an abfolute but a limited Univerfality, and 
{peaks not of Propofitions univerfally received by all 
Profeflions of Chriftianity that are, but only thote 
that have confiderably {pread themfelves in any Part 
of the World. He excludes therefore from this Uni- 
vefality, the Deniers of rhofe fundamental Points by 
usnow mentioned, as being bur a very inconfiderable., 
Number of Men in Refpect of thofe that maintain 
them. The faying being thus underftood will prove 
a great and nfeful Truth. For fince the only Means 
of reducing Chriftians to one Communion, are either 
the Removing of Diverfity of Opinions, or the Proving 
that that Diverfiry of Opinions which is among Ciri- 
ftians onght to be no Barr to Communicn ; and fince 

the former of thefe is not likely to take Place in this 
~ World without a Miracle; it remains that the latter 
‘Way muft be taken, and Chrifiians muft be taught 
to fica higher Value upon thole Points of Faith and 
Obedience wherein they agree, than thofe of lels Mo- 
ment in which they differ ; and that their Agreement 
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_ will not at laft deprive him. of Salvation:
